Your officers are proud to present this 1944 
report to the people of Camden, showing the ex- 
cellent financial condition of the town, and the fact 
that Camden is being added to the small roster of 
debt free Maine towns. 


I would like to call to your attention the two 
pages under the caption of 20 years of Manager 
Government, showing a comparison between 1925 
and 1944, and the accomplishments during that per- 
iod. To correct any impression that this is just 
boasting, I wish to state that your two managers 
wish only their share of credit, for without coopera- 
tion on the part of all officers and employees, suc- 
cess is impossible. 


_I wish to pay tribute to all the Selectmen with 
whom I have served since 1932, especially Clayton 
R. McCobb, Maurice E. Payson, Allie U. Dougherty 
and Ralph Johnson, four men who have given so 
many years of their time in the faithful performance 
of their duty. . 


Speaking of giving credit where credit is due, 
reminds me of a recent editorial in the Camden Her- 
ald, praising the men who-actually do our. snow plow- 
ing. It certainly isn’t any holiday outing to face blus- 
tering snow in zero weather, working long hours, 
day and night; these men deserve praise for their 
perseverance and their faithfulness. 


Of all the things that we are called on to do, 
the most discouraging and unsatisfactory service is 
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snow removal. Cars parked in the streets annoy the 
drivers, waste time, prevent the streets from being 
so well plowed, and the cost is materially increased. 


On the other hand we annoy you, by filling your 
walks and drives with snow after you have spent . 
hours shoveling. 


This service can be improved if you are willing 
to pay the extra cost for equipment and labor. We 
would have tried it this winter if the small tractor 
had been delivered on time. | 


In the meantime please bear along with us and 
try to believe that our men are doing the best they 
can, perhaps not for you individually, but for the ~ 
community as a whole, and.hope that next January

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This year I am able to report a fire loss of 
.559 cents per person in the town (that is the normal 
population of 3,606, not the shipyard population), 
or a total of $2,016.34. This does not equal last year’s 
total of $1,135.00 but is a very low rate for a town 
the size of Camden. This loss does not effect the 
tax valuation of the town. All pus ee damaged by 
fire were repaired. 


The conditions in the world are not much bet- 
ter than last year, however, with the shortage of 
manpower and the alertness of the people as a whole 
we have been able to hold the loss down to a very 
low figure and I hope as time goes on that we will 
be able to continue to be as fortunate. Fire Preven- 
tion and Fire Safety are just as important as Fire 
Fighting, and a great deal can be done on your part 
to keep this loss down. 


Our equipment is in very good condition and 
the boys take a great interest in keeping it up. We 
were able to get a little hose with brass couplings 
this year to replace some we lost through age and 
use. The Government restrictions are not as rigid 
as last year and more hose is available. Our small 
equipment is coming in a little better than last year 
and can be replaced without to much red tape. This 
equipment is slow in coming, however, and has to be 
ordered a long time in advance. 


We are still holding on to our Auxiliary boys 
and they are still a great help in many cases. These 


boys have taken the same training as our regulars 
k 
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with the exception that we do not allow them to fight 
fire inside of buildings. In grass fire time they are — 
much more active than some of the older men. They 
take an Indian tank containing five gallons of water 
and go on the run where we have to walk which 
‘means a saving of time and fire area. 


We still have Archie Plaisted, Norman Bowley, 
Harold Wiley and Clifford Hall, along with several 
of the Auxiliary boys that we trained, and with Earl 
Dodge and Edwin Dodge that have medical dis- 
charges. 


Although the Givi Defense have called a 
halt to the Firemen’s training in the State it will be 
carried on under the directions of the Maine State 
Fire Chiefs Association through the Department of 
Education and the George Dean Fund. We are now 
having a very rigid course of instructions for the of- 
ficers of the department that will take a number of 
weeks and in turn these officers will take this train- 
in to the men during the summer drills. | 


We had a donation of $1,000 for a corner stone 
for the new Fire Station when the time comes to 
have it built. We still have the plans, if you are 1n- 
terested in seeing them. '

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The following is a list of the contagious diseases 
as reported for the year 1944: 


Meningitis (non-epidemic type) pens: 


Scarlet Fever 22 
Whooping Cough 14 
Chicken Pox ; 8 
Measles | Sie 29 
Measles (German) | 2 
Pneumonia | 3 


At the present time there seems to be a small 
epidemic of whooping cough. I don’t think that par- 
ents realize the danger of this disease to infants and . 
small children. I would like to quote a paragraph 
from a report received from the State Bureau of 
Health. 


“Whooping cough seems about to play a some- 
what larger part in the communicable disease scene 
than it did in 1944. The chart picturing the inci- 
dence of this disease over a period of years is not 
full of sharp peaks that indicate great outbreaks 
interspersed among years of low incidence. Instead — 
it keeps on killing babies more or less regularly year — 
in and year out. From 1924 to 1948 inclusive there 
were 829 deaths from whooping cough in Maine. 
Most of those who died were infants.” 


Parents can do much to prevent this death toll. 
1. Keep children with whooping cough 
away from babies. 

2. Have babies and children enna 
against this dangerous disease. 
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Why not talk it over with your physician and 
have your child or children immunized before they 
become exposed? 


Diphtheria which we have heard very little 
about in the last few years is making its appearance 
again. The first month of this year, January 1945, 
there were seven cases reported. This is hardly a 
record of which to be proud. Diphtheria is entirely 
preventable. Watch for the dates when immuniza- 
tions will be offered again and have your children 
protected.

As the Hospital is operated for the benefit of 
the Community and is supported by them I believe 
the following will be of interest to everyone. 


Last year there were admitted 395 persons for 
medical, surgical or obstetrical care for a total of 
4500 patient days. There were 150 major operations 
performed and 69 babies delivered, also 173 out- 
patients received service such as x-ray, dressings or 
minor operations. 


The new baby incubator, which was a gift of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles C. Wood, was installed and 


has proved most satisfactory. 


The new Laboratory a gift of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Riker Proctor in memory of their son, James, is near- 


ing completion and it is hoped that it will be in 


operation in the very near future. Mr. and Mrs. 
Proctor also had the Hospital insulated which should 
result in a substantial saving of fuet as well as mak- 
ing the Hospital more comfortable during the sum- 
mer months. 


A minor change was made on the first floor of 
the Hospital by removing a partition and making 


- two rooms into one of three beds each, one for ob- 


stetrical patients, the other for surgical. The furni- 
ture for one of the rooms was given by the Nurses. 
who sponsored the Nurse’s Ball. _ 


The Hospital is well equipped to take care of 
the needs of the Community and most fortunate in 
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having Surgical, Medical and Nursing Staffs of such 
high caliber.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The purpose for which the Camden Chamber of 
Commerce was organized is stated in its by-laws: “‘to 
advance the commercial, industrial and civic inter- 
ests of the Town of Camden, Maine, and vicinity.” 
The sum of $700 was appropriated in 1944 by the 
Town of Camden under article 12 in the Warrant, 
“to advertise our natural resources, advantages and 
_ attractions.” To avoid duplication of effort this fund’ 
was turned over to the Chamber of Commerce to 
administer. ; 

Highlights of recreational promotion by the 
Camden Chamber during 1944 follow. Through 
the cooperation of the Town officials, the Informa- 
tion Center, operated by the Chamber, was given 
space in the center room at the Town Offices during 
the summer, and the Information Counselor, Miss 
Margaret Thomas, assisted with town clerical work 
and rationing information as well as general infor- 
mation service to visitors to Camden. This Informa- 
tion Center also served as a clearing house for those 
seeking employment and for employers. 

Five thousand copies of the 1944 edition of the 
Camden Directory and maps were printed and dis- 
tributed by the Chamber. Several hundred personal 
letters were written in answer to inquiries about real 
estate, schooner cruises, cottages, inns, hotels, guest 
homes, farms, etc. The Chamber publicized Camden 
by furnishing pictures, news or feature items to 
out-of-state newspapers and magazines and by co- 
operating with writers, photographers and radio 
broadcasters. 

The sum of $150 was turned over to the Maine 
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Publicity Bureau, which operates several informa- ae ‘i 
tion bureaus in the state of Maine, as wellasin New 
York City, and distributes Maine promotional mate-  * 
rial, including the booklet ‘‘“Maine Invites You’’ with 
_a full-page advertisment of Camden. fis 
In addition to the Camden “Directory. tienes 
Chamber distributed copies of the large Camden 
picture folder and prepared a Mountain Trail Guide 
with up-to-date information for visitors about trails” 
in the Camden Hills. 
Four hundred dollars was placed in a Hosea 
reserve fund for use when times are harder and need 
for advertising funds much greater.

The seven point plan consists of birth registra- 
tion, correction of defects in throat, sight, hearing, 
dentistry, growth and posture. Each child receives 
a certificate as soon as he qualifies. Children are 
marked 0-1-2-3 meaning: no corrections necessary 
or slightly-moderately or markedly unsatisfactory. 
Many children lack only dental corrections. 
This is one defect which is hard to get corrected and 
some children need only a little work which will 
complete their corrections. On the whole eyes have 
received corrections better than teeth and there are 
still some birth certificates that have not been 
brought in. : 

In May a dental clinic was held with twenty 
children receiving complete corrections. 

Only six children received diphtheria toxoid at 
the pre-school clinic held August 30, while five were 


- vaccinated against smallpox. The diphtheria toxoid is 


given in two installments about a month apart to 
insure a higher percentage of immunization. This 
second dose was given October 9. | 

The tuberculosis clinic usually held in Rockland 
was held at Belfast on January 4. Ten children’ were 


- x-rayed and reports have been received. -
